Ah,  there’s  good  news  tonight.  Yes,  it  is  with  great  pride 
and  anticipation  that  the  realization  of  our  graduation  draws 
nearer  with  the  termination  of  each  day. 

As  each  of  you  may  well  know,  there  are  certain  distinc¬ 
tions  which  have  set  our  class  aside  as  one  by  itself.  Due  to 
the  addition  of  the  twelfth  grade  our  class,  not  only  is  the 
smallest  ever  to  graduate  from  Boyden,  but  also  is  the  one 
with  the  highest  percentage  of  honor  roll  students.  We  have 
the  privilege  of  being  the  first  class  to  enter  high  school  after 
the  beginning  of  World  War  II.  However,  our  greatest  pride 
is  centered  around  the  fact  that,  although  we  would  have 
gladly  sacrificed  that  right  to  any  preceding  class,  we  are  the 
first  to  be  graduated  after  the  war  has  ended. 

Let  us  now  draw  back  the  curtains  of  the  past  and  take 
a  brief  resume  of  the  activities  of  the  Class  of  1946,  during 
their  four  years  in  Boyden  High  School.

Because  of  the  size  of  our  class  we  were  known,  during 
our  first  year,  as  “those  fifty  odd  freshmen.”  Quickly  adapt¬ 
ing  ourselves  to  the  new  and  strange  ideas  that  prevailed  in 
high  school  and  realizing  the  value  of  organization,  we  elected 
as  president  John  Robert  Cauble  and  as  secretary,  Mary 
Lindsay  McAlister.  (A  question  that  is  still  pondered  over 
by  the  male  members  of  our  class  is  why  we  did  not  receive 
the  purple  heart  for  bravery  beyond  the  line  of  duty  in 
Coach  Bob  Culton’s  gym  classes.)

being  named  secretary  of  the  Western  District  of  the  North 
Carolina  State  Student  Council  Congress,  but — don’t  let  it 
get  you  down — it  took  me  a  week  to  learn  to  say  it.  With 
the  help  of  those  of  our  class  who  were  members  of  the 
“Yellow  Jacket”  staff,  the  paper  won  second  place  in  the 
International  High  School  Journalistic  Society.  Joyce  Parker 
had  the  distinction  of  being  selected  by  the  junior  class  as  the 
D.  A.  R.  Good  Citizen  for  the  years  1945-’46.  John  Morton, 
Leon  Zimmerman,  “Dub”  Grubb,  Richard  Yarbrough,  Robert 
Bradley,  Bob  Link,  Fred  Daniel  Boyd,  and  Harmon  Moore 
were,  oh  so  gently,  tapped  into  the  Senior  Hi-Y. 

Furthermore,  from  the  ranks  of  the  junior  class  were  se¬ 
lected  the  following  school  officers  for  1945-’46:  as  president, 
Harmon  Moore;  as  first  vice-president,  Bill  Adams.

When  school  opened  in  the  fall  of  1945,  our  class  became 
the  almighty  seniors,  so  it  isn’t  strange  that  only  a  few 
months  ago  many  members  of  our  class  could  be  seen  run¬ 
ning  down  the  corridors,  shouting,  “Hey,  look  at  me,  every¬ 
body;  I’m  a  SENIOR.” 

Fred  Stanback  was  elected  class  president  for  the  year 
with  the  staunch  suport  of  Bette  Jane  Davis  as  secretary. 
The  Hi-Y  chose  as  members:  John  Robert  Cauble,  Bill 
Adams,  Fred  Stanback,  Chris  Busby,  Hermon  Lineberger, 
and  Aubry  Talbert.  Let  it  be  mentioned  at  this  point  that 
many  members  of  our  class  were  members  of  the  Honorable 
Junior  Hi-Y.  One  of  the  outstanding  athletes,  Coleman  W. 
Grubb,  was  selected  for  the  All-Shrine  Football  Team. 

Leon  Zimmerman  was  elected  as  president  of  the  newly 
organized  Forum  Club. 

You,  underclassmen,  however,  know  and  realize  the  many 
and  different  ways  in  which  the  senior  class  of  ’46  has  served 
you  this  year.  You  have,  as  do  we,  fond  memories  of  this 
year. 

The  past  four  years  have  written  for  our  class  an  illus¬ 
trious  history.  May  the  coming  years  write  for  you,  under¬ 
classmen,  one  fully  as  worthy.  And  now,  if  you  will  kindly 
excuse  me,  I  have  just  time  to  send  this  document  by  special 
messenger  to  the  McMillan  Publishing  Company  so  that  in 
years  to  come  the  students  of  Boyden  can  turn  to  page  234 
of  their  texts  on  American  history  and  read  to  their  heart’s 
content  of  the  greatest  senior  class  ever  to  graduate  from  a 
high  school.

After  having  been  delegated  the  honor  of  serving  as  statistician  for  the  greatest 
senior  class  ever  to  graduate  from  Boyden  High  School,  I,  John  Robert  Cauble,  set 
forth  to  record  and  tabulate  the  vital  statistics  of  the  said  class  and  present  them 
to  an  eagerly  awaiting  world.  From  dawn  to  setting  sun,  I  searched  unceasingly, 
unendingly,  and  untiringly  to  establish  and  record  the  facts  and  figures  which 
would  remain  immortal  in  this  institution  of  higher  learning  and  great  knowledge 
center  of  the  world,  that  is  to  say,  Boyden  High  School.  I  found  this  year’s  senior 
class  to  be  the  most  outstanding  and  extraordinary  one  in  the  history  of  B.  H.  S.

First,  we  want  to  give  recognition  to  John 
Robert  Cauble,  ace  news  reporter,  for  his  exclusive  interview  with  the  interna¬ 
tionally  famous  singer  and  dancer  of  stage  and  screen  fame  who  is  soon  to  be 
presented  at  Carnegie  Hall,  Miss  Vera  Harvey.  In  his  newspaper  column,  properly 
entitled  “Corky’s  Chatter,”  John  Robert  writes  of  the  star’s  fame  and  distinction. 
However,  there  is  stiff  competition  in  the  field  of  music,  in  the  persons  of  Martha 
Jane  Rice  and  Peggy  Morris,  tantalizing  blues  singers  of  radio  station  Whee-oo  in 
New  York.  Another  star  attraction  at  Carnegie  Hall  this  season  is  the  performance 
of  the  New  York  Philharmonic  Orchestra,  led  by  the  eminent  conductor,  Herman 
Propst  Lineberger,  which  will  have  as  guest  soloists  Miss  Betty  Jane  Davis,  harpist, 
and  Miss  Nancy  Bradsher,  pianist,  who  will  play  the  Concerto  based  on  a  tune 
which  is  perhaps  very  familiar  to  the  Class  of  ’46 — “Heart  and  Soul.”  Also  in  the 
field  of  music  we  hear  from  Anne  Simpson,  who  is  now  a  director  of  light  opera, 
while  Debbie  Hayworth,  interested  in  music,  too,  has  a  studio  of  her  own  right 
here  in  Salisbury,  and  is  teaching  piano.  Chris  Busby,  successful  lawyer,  spends 
his  spare  time  playing  the  clarinet  so  well  that  it  is  predicted  he  will  become  the 
Benny  Goodman  of  1957. 

And  now  comes  a  special  part  of  our  broadcast.  In  1946,  fifteen  girls  out  of 
the  rather  small  graduating  class  wanted  to  go  into  secretarial  work,  bookkeeping, 
or  stenography.  So  here  is  the  latest  word  from  this  talented  group  of  people. 
Nine  of  these  fifteen  girls  left  their  home  town  to  see  the  world.  Those  two  girls,

Betty  Ervin,  that  girl  who  was  the  star  in  girls’  basketball,  has  held  to  her  secre¬ 
tarial  course  and  has  really  gotten  places,  as  have  Norma  Parrish  and  Betty  Also- 
brooks.  Miss  Alsobrooks  galloped  off  to  Texas  to  seek  her  fortune  at  San  Anton’. 
Dolly  Demond  and  Gloria  Foreman,  two  goodlooking  seniors  back  in  ’46,  have 
really  gone  to  the  top  as  stenographers,  Gloria  living  in  New  York  now,  as  has 
Ruth  Leonard,  now  employed  in  North  Wilkesboro,  N.  C.,  by  a  mirror  manufac¬ 
turer.  Little  Ruthie  couldn’t  be  a  wee  bit  vain,  could  she,  girls?  Another  girl  who 
stayed  in  good  ole  North  Carolina  is  Nanette  Chao,  who  is  now  doing  secretarial 
work  in  Charlotte.

Jo  Ann  Carpenter,  that  trig  whiz  of  the  senior  class,  is  now 
busy  keeping  the  figures  straight  in  her  father’s  insurance  books.  Secretaries 
Melene  Harris,  Mary  Katherine  Feezor,  Mary  Ann  Furches,  and  Emma  Stoessel 
are  hard  at  work  in  the  office  of  the  newly  constructed  atomic  energy  plant  just 
f '  ,  outside  the  city  limits,  as  is  Hilda  Null,  stenographer.  This  station  feels  that  it 
would  be  of  particular  interest  to  the  members  of  the  Class  of  ’46  to  know  that 
that  up-and-coming  senior,  Bill  Adams,  is  now  head  of  this  plant  and 
makes,  roughly,  around  $500,000  a  year. 


The  next  most  popular  profession  among  the  seniors  was  the  field  of  medicine. 
Out  of  the  whole  class,  however,  Bill  McCora  was  the  only  doctor  to  stay  in  Salis¬ 
bury;  he  is  now  head  of  the  Children’s  Ward  at  Rowan  Memorial  Hospital.

Frances  Hollis  also  went  into  medicine,  but 
she  followed  in  her  father’s  footsteps  and  is  now  head  of  an  animal  hospital  in  a 
city  other  than  Salisbury.  Dot  Morefield  started  on  a  medical  career,  but  acting 
was  too  much  in  her  blood  and  she  is  currently  starred  in  that  popular  dramatic 
hit,  “Temptation.”

Leon,  known  to  the  Class  of  ’46  as  “Zeke,”  Zim¬ 
merman  is  in  New  York  playing  the  stock  market — a  far  cry  from  his  Boyden 
High  School  days. 

And  now  for  a  word  from  the  armed  services  of  our  country.  Weldon  Daniel 
and  Pete  Anderson  are  now  full-fledged  Marines.  Because  of  his  splendid  physique, 
“Muscles”  Anderson  was  made  director  of  physical  training  at  his  Marine  Corps 
base. 

Four  members  of  the  Senior  Class  of  ’48  went  into  religious  training  and  are 
doing  splendid  work:  Pat  Willet,  as  a  director  of  religious  education  here  in  Salis¬ 
bury  and  Dorothy  Miller,  doing  the  same  work  in  Winston-Salem,  N.  C.  Margaret 
Juboor  is  employed  now  in  Boyden  High  School  as  a  Bible  teacher.

Everyone  remembers 
Mary  Lindsay  McAlister,  chairman  of 
the  Art  Committee  back  in  her  high 
school  days,  who  used  to  make  those  oh- 
so-attractive  posters.  She  has  naturally 
taken  up  work  as  an  artist  and  has  as 
naturally  made  a  success  of  her  career.
